Included in Freuchen’s criti­ 
cism was the fear that the dis­ 
aster which overtook the Italia 
m ight hurt the future of Arctic 
exploration b y airship. 
But principally he, like others, 
was concerned v/ith the prob a­ 
b le loss of life already incurred 
b y the heroes who wrent to aid 
the Italia’s crew, and the fact 
that scores of the b est Arctic ex­ 
plorers still are risking, or ready 
to risk, their lives on the slight­ 
est chance of b ringing b ack to 
the ordinary world the rem ain­ 
ing men of the 16 who went out 
with the Italia. 
Of the sixteen men who s ta rt­ 
ed with the Italia only one has 
returned 
to civilization—Gen. 
Umb erto Nob ile, its com m ander. 
One m an was killed when 
the 
Italia crashed. Six were carried 
away with the wrecked airship 
to alm ost certain death. Nine 
were left stranded on the 
ice.

Stone Marks Place, With Sealed 
Glass Cy linder Embedded 
Containing Charter 


The Fourth of July this year 
mark s the one hundreth anni­ 
versary 
of the laying of the 
• First Stone” of American Rail­ 
roads. On the Carroll estate just 
outside of Baltimore the “First 
Stone” of 
the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad was 
laid 
with 
impressive 
ceremonies. 
The 
Stone still stands where it was 
placed on Independence Day a 
century ago, a monument 
to 
America’s ambitious pioneers. 
The Charter authorizing the 
Baltimore and Ohio to construct 
two or more sets of rails from 
Baltimore, Maryland, to some 
point on the Ohio River was 
granted by the State of Mary­ 
land, February 
28, 1827 . 
The 
-First Stone” was laid a little 
over a year later and mark ed 
w hat was then considered a gi­ 
gantic task , the construction of 
rails from the head of the Ches­ 
apeak e Bay to the Ohio River. 
The occasion was made a day 
of celebration in the City oi 
Baltimore. A parade consisting 
of floats made-up by and sym­ 
bolizing

The Stone was cut and 
inscribed by Nicholas Hitzelber- 
ger, of Baltimore, a veteran of 
the War of 1812 and also a car- 
ver of the Washington Monu- 
ment, in Baltimore.

proved methods of visualizing 
and photographing the electric 
insulation field, the application 
of which may lead to .the. solu- 
tion of 'many puzzling condi- 
tions associated with dielectric 
failure, are presented in Bulletin 
No. 29 of the Purdue University, 
Engineering 
Experiment Sta- 


tion. According to the 'authors of 
the ^bulletin, R. H. George, re- 
search assistant; K. A. Qplinger, 
former research assistant now 
connected with the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Company, and Prof. C. F. 
Harding, head of the school of 
electrical engineering, the ap- 
plication of the methods used 
should result in a smaller num- 
ber of breakdowns of insulation, 
greater safety and more econo- 
mical design and construction 
of equipment requiring dielectric 
material. 


The recent use of extra high 


voltage for generation, trans- 
mission and transformation of 
electricity has emphasized the 
importance of depicting and 
analyzing the stresses hi dielec- 
tric or insulation materials re- 
sulting from their use in high 
voltage machinery and circuits. 
One of the contributing causes 
of weakness and ultimate break- 
down of insulation is the abnor- 
mal concentration of electrical 
stress on relatively small sec- 
tions of the dielectric material. 


The underlying principle of 


the method proposed for a study 
of the stresses is to suspend fi- 
bers or crystals of dielectric ma- 
terial in an insulating medium 
of such density that the action 
of gravity is counterbalanced 
and the particles are £ree to 
turn under the influence of the 
electrostatic field. This method 
differs from those of Kolbe and 
Brooks hi that the particles re- 
main suspended rather than 
being permitted to fall slowly 
through the liquid. The method 
as originally devised has been 
developed along two separate 
lines. The first portrays the field 
through its volume and is par- 
ticularly adapted to visual ob- 
servation, while the second por- 
trays the field in a plane and is 
adapted to photographic studies.

MAKING THE FARM PAY means more than raising good 
crops and good livestock. It means handling the business 
of the farm in a businesslike way.
